Bladensburg Is Historic. 
Close to the city of Washington 
there Is a place called Bladensburg.

It was there thnf the un 
organized militia of the United States 
was met ami overrun by the British 
troops in their advance on Washing­ 
ton, at the time they captured the city 
and burned the capitol and the White 
lienee.

Stephen I meat ur, fell Mortally wound­ 
ed by a bullet from his adversary’s 
weapon, The Decatur bons*-, built and

(Hit Seventh street way and well 
within the city are the remains of Fort 
Stevens. 
When the Confederate gen­ 
eral. Fairly, threatened the * tty from 
the northeast, troops were hurriedly 
brought to the city and Fort Stevens 
was manned. 
After a Stuart skirmish 
th.* Confederates retreated. 
Abraham 
lincoln, then president of the United 
Stall's, went out to Fort Stevens to 
[ witness the tight, lie stood exposed 
for atune time to the Confederate tire. 
F*»rt Stevens and its historic Interest 
seem nearly forgotten today, except 
by the men ami womeu who come bere 
from h distance to se# Washington.
